We do admire the courage of 
the blind and marvel at_ the 
cheerful way in which most of 
them aecept their handicap. 
Yet itis for each one of thema 
loss beyond measure. It is 
bad enough to be blind but it 
seems intinitely worse if the 
loss of sight might have been 
prevented. When we realize 
that as a result of carelessness 
many children are doomed to 
pass their lives in darkness, we 
would do well to take the nec- 
essary precautions so that such 
cases may not be repeated. 

At the time of birth the child's 
eyes may be exposed to infec- 
tion, Certain germs may gain 
entrance and set up a destruct- 
ive inflamation that may lead 
to blindness. Because such a 
danger does exist, it is the prac- 
tise to treat the eye of the nem 
born with a solution which will 
destroy these germs before they 
haye achance to do any harm. 
In many places such treatment 
is required by law. This simple 
and painless but efficient pro-

A Problem With Chicks 


One of the big problems in 
vonnection with raising chicks 
is cannibalism, when chicks 
pick at the feathers and flesh 
of their mates. Recent studies 
indicate this as more likely to 
occur where the chicks in 
brooders are exposed to direct 
sunlight. Direct rays of the 
sun should not be allowed to 
come into the room in which 


the chicks are carried in bruod- 
ers, Artificial lighting is prov- 
ing satisfactory and it should 
be so arranged as to cast no 
shadows. Ventilation is im- 
portant, and provision should 
be made for the cold air to 
come in at the top through an 
opening near the ceiling, but 
care must be taken, to deflect 
thiscold airso that it will be 
properly heated before coming 
in contact with the chicks.

Canada’s bread and bakery pro- 
ducts industry showed production 
to a value of $73,594,894 during 
1930, through 2,698 establishments 
of which 1,071 are located in 
Ontario and 868 in Quebec. 


March was the hy do best 
month, to date, for 7 iron pro- 
duction in Canada, with a total of 
17,989 tons, at a rate of 580 tons 
per day, as compared with 362 
tons per day in February and 882 
in January.
